| have been a ham since | was a sophomore 
in high school. | got interested in electronics 
in grammar school while visiting a ham in 
my home town of Glendale, a fellow named 
Ralph Masters who was a young man that 
operated a radio repair shop and hammed 
in his spare time. Later, we moved to Tempe 
where | went to high school and to ASU (It 
was Arizona State Teachers College in the 
30s.) 

| have met some wonderful hams and 
have become good friends with others. One 
of my best friends was W7MME, Eddie 
Scales, who was a school teacher in Arizona 
along with his wife, Lucille. Eddie was a war 
hero who went through the ground fighting 
from landing on the beach to going into 
some of the concentration camps. 

| started by building crystal sets, and got 
my two older brothers interested. We even- 
tually had our own ham station in Tempe 
while | was in high school and they were in 
college. Some of my high school buddies 
also became hams, including Dwayne 
Eskridge, who was written up in QST a few 
years ago as the FBI agent in Pearl Harbor 
who had to go home to let Washington know 
about the bombing of Pearl Harbor. While in 
high school, Dwayne and | each built 5 
meter superregenerative rigs and talked to 
each. We took them to a ham gathering 
where they had a treasure hunt. | guess we 
were too far off frequency, because we 
never could tune in the host station. Another 
young fellow we knew was copying press for 
a local radio station and made quite a name 
for himself in DX contests. He was later 
President of the ARRL. His name was Vic 
Clark. We were at Boy Scout Camp with him 
one summer. 

My two brothers became hams after they 
saw how much fun | had building radios. 
They both received their tickets before | did. 
There calls were W6KIA, Howard Ashe; and 


W6KWJ, Larry Ashe. We kept in contact by 
ham radio before they were deceased, Larry 
at age 72 and Howard at age 86. 

| was a Navy pilot during WW2. | instruct- 
ed for a couple of years and spent a couple 
of years in the South Pacific flying Black 
Cats. 

After the war, and after a not very profitable 
business experience, | went to work for the 
Air Force at Mather Air Force Base in 
Sacramento for 5 years where | joined 
MARS. | was mostly working with electronic 
trainers and radar repair. 

| went to work at Goodyear Aerospace in 
1956 as a junior electronic engineer and 
ended up as supervisor over radar design. | 
retired in 1983. 

After moving to Arizona | became active 
again in MARS and joined the QCWA, being 
President of Chapter 16 back in the sixties. 
It has been a great life, and | have enjoyed 
it. | have a family of 4 kids and a wife, Rose, 
of some 65 years, 10 grandchildren and 5 
great grandchildren. One of my grandsons, 
Bradly Duell, became a ham at the age of 
16 with the call letters WOCYD. He is mar- 
ried with one little girl. | recently gave him a 
2 meter hand held and hope he has time to 
get active again one of these days! 


John M. Carter, W3ELO 

John is proud to be the fifth great-grandson 
of Colonel George Ross of the American 
Revolutionary Army Ross, from 
Pennsylvania, was one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. George Ross's 
nephew married Betsy Ross, who sewed the 
first American flag. A wooden table with a 
drop-leaf feature, once owned by George 
Ross, is now in John's home. 

John's birthplace was Baltimore County, 
Maryland, which later became part of the 
City of Baltimore. 

He attended the Baltimore Polytechnic 
Institute where he enjoyed membership in

the school radio club and earned his ama- 
teur radio license W3ELO in March, 1934. 
He still holds the same radio call sign today. 
The CW speed required at that time was 
only ten words per minute. 

John's teenage years were full of mis- 
chief. While playing with his CW key, it 
almost electrocuted him, and his father was 
furious because the subsequent relay made 
too much noise in the middle of the night. 
His rig overwhelmed the electrical power at 
his parents' home, and the lights flashed as 
he happily carried on transmitting to a ham 
in Australia. He built a radio that enabled 
him to hear pioneer Pittsburgh Radio Station 
KDKA, one of the first radio stations in the 
country. At seventeen, John lied about his 
age and joined the Maryland National 
Guard. He worked diligently through the 
ranks and earned a 2nd Lt. commission in 
the Field Artillery. 

John was accepted to the University of 
Maryland in College Park, Maryland, a sub- 
urb of Washington, D.C. 

While attending classes, John learned to 
fly a Piper Cub single-engine, high-wing air- 
craft for his private pilot's license and a 
Fairchild for an advanced aerobatics course. 
In January, 1941, John's National Guard 
unit was called up to active duty. However, 
he had only a few months to complete his 
degree, so he asked for a waiver from duty. 
He graduated in June, 1941, earning his 
Bachelor of Science degree in Electrical 
Engineering from the University of Maryland. 

The Westinghouse Electric Company 
immediately hired him as a microwave tube 
division scientist and gave him the job of 
building magnetrons and klystrons. He also 
helped establish a new Westinghouse plant 
in Fairmont, West Virginia. 

In May, 1942, John married Helen Day of 
Baltimore. The newlyweds moved to a new 
town across the river from Washington, 
D.C., known as Fairlington, Virginia. In July 
of 1942, John left Westinghouse and Joined 
the U.S. Navy. He received a commission as 
an Ensign and was assigned to the Navy 
Department in Washington, DC. Once there, 
John joined the Aircraft Radar Design Group 
and became part of a secret project group 
charged with developing a guided missile 


with television, which was unknown at that 
time. 

After six months of working on the secret 
project, John asked for a transfer to the 
South Pacific War Theater for overseas duty. 
He received the transfer-—to Brisbane, 
Australia—to join the 7th Fleet, Service 
Force. About this time, Helen returned to 
Baltimore, where she gave birth to their first 
child in 1943. 

John was assigned to Milne Bay, New 
Guinea, as the Radio Material Officer. This 
was a large ship repair facility. He became 
the technical troubleshooter on the new, and 
in many cases, still secret radar equipment. 
As war moved further toward the 
Philippines, John earned promotion to Lt 
Junior grade. He became the Staff Radar 
Officer Commander Aircraft 7th Fleet, which 
had no aircraft carriers. 

When General MacArthur landed in the 
Philippines, John was on board a seaplane 
tender that took part at Leyte and Lingayan 
Gulf operations and eventually Manila Bay in 
the Philippines. John learned about the 
Navy's plans to train 50,000 men as pilots 
for the invasion of Japan. He applied for and 
was granted yet another change in duty to 
Dallas and Corpus Christi, Texas, for training 
on the Stearman and the AT6 aircraft. John 
was just graduating from naval flight training 
when the war ended in 1945. 

John returned to Westinghouse in 
Baltimore at their special Air Arm Division. 
He became the Manager-Fighter Radar 
Engineering, where for six years he was 
responsible for the design, development, 
and production engineering of a series of 
successful high-power, fire-control, radar 
systems, For several years, John was also 
the industry member of the Department of 
Defense, Research, and Development Board, 
Airborne Radar and Guidance Equipment 
Subpanel. 

Some of the electronic systems John 
developed are still used today and consid- 
ered state-of-the-art. In 1948, John earned 
the Master of Science degree in Electrical 
Engineering from Johns Hopkins University. 
In 1952, John left Westinghouse and 
became the President and General Manager 
of California Technical Industries, which had 


been formerly known as Color Television, 
Inc. He pioneered CTI in automatic electron- 
ic test equipment, three-axis flight simula- 
tors, and microwave boresighting equip- 
ment. CT] eventually became a division of 
Textron, Inc., with John President of the divi- 
sion. 

In 1961, John formed Carco Electronics in 
Menio Park, California, a few miles from his 
home in Atherton. The new company would 
design and build flight motion simulators for 
the development of guidance and control of 
weapons. John donated 14 United States 
patents to Carco, which flourished as cus- 
tomers from all over the world, including 
England, France, Germany, Japan, South 
Korea, Spain, Australia, Sweden, and 
Taiwan, purchased John's products. The 
U.S. Government was a big customer, with 
large facilities using his products in China 
Lake and Point Magu for the Navy; in 
Huntsville, Alabama, for the Army; and at 
Eglin Air Force Base in Florida for the Air 
Force. 

John served as the President of Carco 
almost into his 80s, when the Board of 
Directors suggested he was getting old and 
they had a potential CEO who would expand 
the company tenfold. John agreed, and they 
bought back his stock in the company. 
Today, John remains an active participant in 
the Menio Park division of Ideal Aerosmith, 
where he started as Manager of the 
Hydraulic Simulators Division. The 
November, 2005, Cessna Pilots Association 
newsletter reports that John received The 
Wright Brothers "Master Pilot" award by the 
FAA. It was given in recognition for his 65 
years as a pilot and in appreciation for his 
service, technical expertise, professionalism, 
and outstanding contributions that have fur- 
thered the cause of aviation safety. 

| had the opportunity to visit John's radio 
shack and to view his original logbook that 
clearly shows his first QSO of March 6, 
1934. He currently uses an Icom 2at hand- 
held VHF radio when traveling around the 
area. John has ten grandchildren, two great- 
grandchildren, and a very supportive and 
understanding wife, who is the love of his 
life.

of the QCWA Chapter in northern California. 


Bill Katz, W9PPH 

| grew up in Wilmette, Illinois, in the years 
prior to the great stock market crash in 
1928. When | was 10 or 11, | put together a 
receiver from a galena crystal, a cats' 
whisker, and a telephone earpiece "bor- 
rowed" from the phone company. One 
evening | picked up KDKA in Pittsburgh. In 
great excitement | called my Dad in. He lis- 
tened, and said, tapping his forehead, "| 
believe it up here" but, tapping his chest 
over his heart, "| don't believe it down 
here!" 

| learned Morse code around 1929 or 
1930 as part of the requirements for a Boy 
Scout merit badge. The bedroom of a next 
door neighbor's son, also in the same scout 
troop, faced mine. So we ran bell wire 
across, hooked up a battery, a buzzer and a 
crude key, and learned the alphabet suffi- 
ciently to get those badges. 

In 1930 | entered New Trier High School 
in Winnetka, and lo and behold they had a 
ham radio club which | eventually joined. My 
Elmer was a year ahead of me, Jim Ricks, 
then W9DHH, who became a good friend, 
and a frequent Ping Pong opponent. Jim, 
now a Silent Key, obtained the call KOTO 
and is known as the developer of the TO 
Keyer, one of the first automatic keys. Under 
his encouragement and tutelage, | passed 
the code and theory exam and was licensed 
as W9PPH in 1933. My first rig was “bread 


board" with a crystal con- 
trolled Hartley oscillator and a 
pair of 210s in push-pull run- 
ning 600 volts to the plates. 
This fed a Zepp antenna 
stretched between two trees 
in our back yard. The ladder 
line feeding the antenna went 
through holes in the window. 
My first receiver was a 
National SW-3; | sure wish | 
had that in my possession 
now. 

No VFO is those days. 
You got a crystal, put out a 
call on some set frequency, 
and tuned around the band looking for a 
response from some other crystal controlled 
frequency. 
My CW contacts were mostly on 40 meters, 
with an output power of around 50 watts. 
My first contact (| still have my logbook) 
shows a response to my CQ from W9MVU in 
nearby Evanston on January 6, 1934. Next 
day | worked W2CBT in New Jersey. The 
ensuing days | worked many US stations, 
and called many DX stations with no reply. 
Finally, on February 20, | called and worked 
VE3WD in Hamilton, Ontario, - my first out 
of US contact! On March 8 | called and 
worked CM1PW in Guanajay, Cuba. 

| built an AM phone transmitter - a single 
'58 using suppressor grid modulation. My 
first phone "DX" was on 160 meters to 
W9GES in the neighboring town of 
Kenilworth! 

Of course, all ham activity stopped during 
the war. After the war, we returned home in 
1947 and purchased a new home in 
Highland Park. | met Mike Bexter, W9FKC, 
who became a friend and sort of second 
Elmer. | retook the amateur exam and was 
able to get my old call back, which I’ve had 
ever since. 

In 1990 we sold the house - the kids 
were grown and gone and moved into a 
condo. That has confined me entirely to 
mobiling still with a YAESU transceiver and a 
4-foot bumper mounted antenna. An ICOM 
2-6 meter transceiver and an ICOM hand- 
held round out the equipment set. 

Some time ago | called up the local North 


Shore Radio Club 2-meter repeater from my 
car, entered the node for Las Vegas, and 
after checking for anyone using it, put out a 
call. "This is WOPPH near Chicago - anyone 
listening?" Back came a reply from the 
North Slope in Alaska. Here | am sitting in 
my car, with 5 watts output, an 18-inch 
antenna, talking to the North Slope. WOW!' | 
know how it works but, “! believe it up here. 
but | don't believe it down here!” 


Joe LaManna, W6HPE 

| was born in New York City but the family 
moved to NJ when | was a baby. My interest 
in radio started when reading a NY paper 
which had a radio page — no, no programs, 
but schematics and information on building 
crystal sets. That added to my interest when 
| built an oatmeal box coil, slider and galena 
crystal detector. The magazine, “Short Wave 
Craft” led to a 1-tube SW receiver and a 
stray copy of a 1920 QST led to ham radio. | 
struggled with code for years and finally got 
enough nerve to take and pass the test. | 
was ticketed as W2HPE by the FCC — one of 
the first calls by the FCC, which had been 
FRC until 1934. 

All of my ham gear, pre-war Il, was home 
brew. Discarded battery radios were a good 
source of parts as AC radios were coming 
on the market. My early activity was mainly 
80 meter CW with 5 meter and 2 1/2 meter 
fone. 

| joined the US Naval Communications 
Service in 1937 as a Radioman. | served on 
summer training cruises and was called to 
active duty in 1940. My service was as a 
radio operator on an aviation patrol 
squadron and radio maintenance technician, 
After attending Naval Air Technical Training 
School, | transferred to a Naval Air Transport 
Squadron, all stateside. 

After moving to California in 1955, | went 
to work for Douglas Aircraft. Co., first, as a 
technician, then as an electrical engineer on 
aircraft and missiles. 

This move required that my license be 
reissued as W6HPE. | maintained contact 
with one of my friends back in Ridgefield 
Park, NJ, on 15 and 20 meters CW. Other 
friends joined us through the years — from 
Washington, Florida, Guatemala and

My father was 
W4CWG and helped my brother and | learn 
from those 1930s license manuals. First 
testing was done at home with a witness. 
Class B testing was done in Jacksonville, FL 
with a visiting FCC inspector. To take the 
Class A exam we had to fly to Atlanta, GA 
for testing. We had a Gross transmitter kit 
for phone and CW which we wired at home. 
Had 50 watts and a long wire antenna. Also 
a one tube 47 xtal osc with about 3 watts 
which was fun to work with. RX was a 
Hammarlund. 

Before WW2 | worked as a Signal Corps 
civilian radio operator at Ft. Mac in Atlanta. | 
enlisted in the Army Air Corps in June 1942; 
served two years as a radio mechanic and 
then attended school for 8 months to be 
commissioned as a Communications Officer 
where | was assigned to AACS for the rest 
of my enlistment. | was discharged in 
September 1945 after spending 9 months in 
Greenland and then Iceland working in the 
AACS radio stations. 

In August 1948 | was back in the USAF 
and sent to Japan assigned to a communi-

| have a Keyboard in case | find it difficult to 
send code using my keyer. | am currently 
age 87 and think the code keeps me going. 
| am on 40 meters most mornings between 
7:30am and 9:00am. 

Receiving a 75-Year QCWA plaque is 
something | am really proud of and sent a 
picture of it to a number of hams | know 
plus a lot of other family and friends.

| was born in Kansas City. MO, where my 
parents (from Germany) settled. My early 
memory of radio was a crystal set used to 
listen to AM programs from WDAF. My calls, 
over the years, have included: W9SNZ, 
WOSNZ, W2ZBP, and now, for many years, 
K4PR, 

My younger brother, Kenneth, and | were 
both involved with communications during 
WWII. | was in the Signal Corps in Europe as 


a Tech Sgt. We had the mission to provide 
communications for General Eisenhower to 
his forward generals through a network of 
numerous Motorola radio systems. They 
never failed or broke down. Kenneth was 
later sent to Japan where he sent communi- 
cations back and forth to the USA using a 
high-powered transmitter our forces had set 
up. 

Some highlights from my WWII experi- 
ences include: being in Gibraltar Straits, 
which opened into the Mediterranean Sea;

Our Signal team stayed in a 
big castle and | remember how happy | was 
on a Sunday hearing a baseball game sent 
our way from the USA! We stayed overseas 
nearly four years. When | came back to the 
US, | met my wife, May Ruth, in Knoxville, 
TN. 

Music is a natural talent and interest for 
me. | also was a teacher in the Metro 
Nashville Schools for grades 5 and 6. For 
years, | opened the school year playing 
“School Days” on the school organ. I've also 
played piano and organ for various local 
activities and nineteen local churches. My 
time is spent writing waltzes and marches. 
My ham station is in the basement along 
with my keyboard and computer.

Q. Upon asking for driving directions, | was instruct- 
ed, "Get off this frequency. This is a closed 
repeater!" That admonishment sounded contrary to 
Section 97.101(b). It says that no frequency will be 
assigned for the exclusive use of any amateur sta- 
tion. Was that a rule violation? 


A. No. Section 97.205(e) says that limiting the use of a 
repeater to only certain user stations is permissible. While 
the more polished implementation is some sort of pre- 
arranged access scheme, the station licensee, apparently, 
was relying upon the station contro! operator ("SCO") or 
acceptable users to shoo away unwelcome would-be 
users. 


Q. The license trustee of a military recreation station 
claims that Sections 97.5(b)(3) and 97.5(c) allow him 
to be the operator of the station. Can that be cor- 
rect? 


A. No. A military recreation station license grant carries 
no SCO privileges. Section 97.7 says that such privileges 
come only with an operator/primary station license grant 
or authorization for alien reciprocal operation. 

Section 97.5(b)(3) says that a military recreation sta- 
tion license grant may be held only by the person who is 
the license custodian designated by the official in charge 
of the U.S. military recreational premises where the sta- 
tion is situated. The person must not be a representative 
of a foreign government. The person need not hold an 
amateur operator license grant. 

Section 97.5(c) says that the person named in the sta- 
tion license grant may use, in accordance with the appli- 
cable rules of Part 97, the transmitting apparatus under 
the physical control of the person at places where the 
amateur service is regulated by the FCC. The trustee, 
therefore, would also have to have the SCO authorization 
stipulated by Section 97.7 in order to be the legitimate 
SCO of any amateur station. 


Q. | noticed that there didn't seem to be 
post/camp/station where the mailing address was, 
so | wonder if there was a fraudulent filing? 


A. That may be determinable. Section 97.17(b)(2) requires 
one of the Club Station Call Sign Administrators to retain 


the applicant's information for at least 15 months and 
make it available to the FCC upon request. 


Q. Whether you are portable or mobile is now trivia, 
not a rule issue. A commercial manual | had in the 
late 60's said the test was whether you could get 
underway without ceasing operation. Remember 
that in the old days when we operated mobile we 
had to file with the local FCC engineer in charge 
that we were operating mobile and also had to ID 
with our location? 


A. Sure do. 


Q. How can | add my support for the QCWA propos- 
al regarding indicators for hams who served this 
country’s military? 


A. Our petition for rulemaking was denied along with 
two others that would have changed the way amateur 
stations transmit the identification announcement 

" _.because the petitioners seek to amend the rules to 
permit activity that the rules already permit, or do not 
present sufficient evidence to justify altering the current 
rules... .” 

Our petition had asked that specific indicator letters 
be reserved exclusively for use by the amateur stations of 
current or honorably discharged members of our armed 
forces on those few patriotic observance days, such as 
Veterans Day, Memorial Day and Independence Day. 


Q. Whether active duty, discharged, retired, or 
reserve — a veteran is someone who, at one point in 
his/her life, wrote a blank check made payable to 
"The United States of America," for an amount of 
“up to, and including his life." That is honor and 
there are way too many people in this country 
today who no longer understand that fact. 


A. Thank you. 
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Q. Your comment regarding incentive licensing was 
so very, very right. Perhaps an incentive to grant 
spectrum-based privileges to new licensees may have 
merit, but to have taken away frequencies from 
those who had previously earned them, is another 
thing altogether. | struggle to understand how an 
Extra Class - with no telegraphy skills - is entitled to 
work telegraphy in the lower 25 KHz of the CW 
bands, and yet one who previously earned those 
privileges at 13 wpm, and can handle close to 30 
wpm is not. 


A. Thank you. 


Q. We have members on our net who are very con- 
cerned about the Net Control using our club station 
call sign without appending /4 to the call sign. Can 
the Trustee allow different Net Control Stations to use 
the call sign “naked?” 


A. That is the trustee’s choice, unless the operator license 
class held by the SCO exceeds that of the station licensee, 
(see Section 97.119(e)); or unless the SCO is a recent 
upgrade with a CSCE (see Section 97.119(f)); or unless the 
station is transmitting under the reciprocal operating 
authority (see Section 97,1 19(g)). 

Section 97.119(c) says that one or more indicators may 
be included with the call sign. Each indicator must be sepa- 
rated from the call sign by the slant mark (/) or by any suit- 
able word that denotes the slant mark. If an indicator is 
self-assigned (as in your scenario), it must be included 
before, after, or both before and after, the call sign. No self- 
assigned indicator may conflict with any other indicator 
specified by the FCC Rules or with any prefix assigned to 
another country. 


Q. As the trustee for our club station, can | use that 
call sign at my office and in my car? 


A. That decision is the trustee's (that’s you). “Use that call 
sign” is hamslanguage for taking responsibility for the sta- 
tion transmitting properly on amateur service spectrum. See 
Section 97.5(a). 


Q. When linking two local repeaters (with different 
call signs) to better facilitate emergency communica- 
tions, is it permissible for each repeater to repeat the 
ID from the other? 


A. Yes, as long as each station achieves compliance with the 
station identification requirement in Section 97.119(a) by 
transmitting its assigned call sign as necessary. 

In order to transmit legitimately but one of the call signs 
in both station |.D. announcements, one of the two station 
licensees would have to transfer physical control of the sta- 
tion apparatus to the other, per Section 97.5(a). The recipi- 
ent would have to accept accountability for the proper 
operation of both repeaters. 


Rules and Regs Digest 


Q. | am the trustee for a local club repeater. | was 
asked by a local couple if they are permitted to speak 
in their native Portuguese on the repeater. My under- 
standing is that it is allowed so long as they ID every 
10 minutes in English. | was then informed that this is 
correct if communicating simplex, but not if communi- 
cating via repeater. My main concern is that neither | 
nor any of our control operators speak Portuguese 
and therefore cannot maintain control. Right? 


A. Right you are. The SCO of the repeater would have to 
have some way of determining that any communications 
being transmitted - in a language that he or she does not 
understand - is compliant with the transmissions authorized 
in Section 97.111 and that they do not run afoul of the 
transmissions prohibited by Section 97.113. As for the sta- 
tion identification announcement, Section 97.119(b)(2) says 
that for any FCC-licensed amateur station being identified 
by a phone emission, it must be in the English language. 


Q. As | understand it, the 200 watt limitation on 30 
meters is dependent upon the class of operator license 
of the station control operator. Those handy charts 
showing bands, emission types, etc., however, don't 
make any such distinction. What's the real scoop on 
this? 


A. Section 97.313 codifies our transmitter power standards. 
Some of the paragraphs in that section are based upon the 
class of license granted to the SCO, but not those pertain- 
ing to the 30 meter band. Paragraph 97.313(c)(1) is the 
operative requirement. It says: No station may transmit with 
a transmitter power exceeding 200 W PEP on the 10.10- 
10.15 MHz segment. 


Q. When | operate from my house in Florida (my per- 
manent address is in PA), | use my third district call 
sign. We are there no more than 4 months at a time. | 
have not notified the FCC that my address is temporal- 
ly in Florida and have used my call sign without any /4 
or /W4 on the end. Should | notify the FCC of my tem- 
porary address changes even of short duration? 


A. Not as long as you can receive mail promptly from the 
FCC. Section 97.23 says that each license grant must show 
the grantee's correct name and mailing address. The mailing 
address must be in an area where the amateur service is 
regulated by the FCC and where the grantee can receive 
mail delivery by the United States Postal Service. 


Q. Do I sign my call as /4 or /W4? 


A. Section 97.119(c) authorizes you to append any self- 
assigned indicator as long as it does not conflict with any 
other indicator specified by the FCC Rules or with any prefix 
assigned to another country.

The Retirement Years

A Journalistic History of The Life and Times in Amateur Radio of George Hart, W1NJM

| have already covered much of this in previous pages, but the 
end of an era in my amateur radio career occurred with the 
passing of my brother, Ed Hart, N4KB, formerly 3NF, W3NF, 
WONF, W2ZVW, K2FB, W5RE. Ed had been a chain smoker 
since age 17. His brand was exclusively unfiltered Camels, and 
he consumed as many as three packs a day. In our more than 
sixty years of a close sibling association | have never known 
him to be seriously ill, but in his 76th year his health started to 
deteriorate and on January 9th, 1988, a combination of can- 
cer and encephalitis ended his life after an illness of several 
months during which no hope existed. What an amazing con- 
stitution he must have had to endure all that nicotine poison- 
ing for so many years! If he'd had the will power and incentive 
to quit smoking at an earlier age he might still (in 2001) be 
alive. 


| have always said that Ed was a much more "compleat" ama- 
teur radio operator than | have ever been. He was first 
licensed in 1925 after several years of tinkering with radio, 
held the highest class of amateur license available all the rest 
of his life, was continuously active on the air during all that 
period except for the 1941-1945 war years. He was not only a 
highly proficient CW operator, through long experience he had 
also accumulated a great deal of technical knowledge. At one 
time he held a second class commercial radiotelegraph license 
but never upgraded this because he never operated commer- 
cially. Wherever he lived, he achieved a high level of promi- 
nence among amateur radio circles. 


Ed and |, despite being brothers, were never much alike. Being 
the namesake of his famous father much was expected of 
him, more than he was able to achieve, resulting in an inferi- 
ority complex which was often mistaken for the exact oppo- 
site. He failed at Lafayette, not so much because of lack of 
ability as of his refusal to be an image of his father; but in my 
opinion he was a better electronics engineer than many a col- 
lege graduate in that field - largely through his experience 
with and enthusiasm for amateur radio. During our adoles- 
cence and early maturity he was my mentor and my “Elmer, " 
but never my ideal. In all technical phases of amateur radio | 
acceded to his superiority, but in CW operating proficiency, 
except in the early stages, | considered myself his equal, Not 
until | joined the ARRL headquarters staff and achieved a mod- 
icum of prominence therein did | feel he held me in any kind 
of respect, even grudging. 


While we had several such sibling rivalries, during our later 
years we became ever closer. In the latter stages of his illness | 
spent many hours at his bedside as we relived our lives togeth- 
er. In all that looking back at happier, more fruitful days, | 
think | helped him achieve a higher sense of acceptance and 
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relaxation, | ran a keying line from his backyard “shack” to his 
bedside and installed both a HF receiver and 2-meter transceiv- 
er there so he could maintain contact with his many amateur 
radio friends. The latter, when he was not using it elsewhere, 
remained tuned to 146.49 MHz simplex, our "intercom" fre- 
quency. On January 9, 1988, the voice of Bonny Somers, who 
was helping take care of him, came over this "intercom" with 
the message, “George, you better get over here!" Ed was 
gone. 


Pauline, Ed's wife, turned over to me every vestige of Ed's 
amateur radio inventory. His son Paul, who was employed as 
an executive for an association of independent telephone 
companies, came down from Washington to help his mother 
handle all other matters. There wasn't a great deal of money 
involved in Ed's lifetime accumulation of amateur radio gear. 
Much of it was obsolete, still serviceable but having little mar- 
ket value. | decided to acquire a few items of usable gear and 
conduct an auction for the rest, turning the auction proceeds 
over to Pauline. The activity turned out to be more of a tag 
sale than an auction. The local radio club turned out for it, 
helped Paul and me take down some of the antennas, buying 
some of them and some of the other remaining gear. Most of 
the transmitting equipment in his shack | decided to just leave 
there, with Pauline's permission, until | could dispose of it, 
including the vast amount of unsold items, mostly "junk" to 
be disposed of later. 


| had ideas of setting up the big Barker & Williamson PP813 
amplifier in our Coachmen trailer and using it to send my high 
speed code practice and to participate in NTS, but measure- 
ments disclosed that it was too bulky. Then Pauline said | could 
continue to use the backyard shack any way | wished, so | put 
up a couple of dipole antennas in the tall pine trees and came 
over from Citrus Park on Sunday and Wednesday nights to 
send the HSCP. 


It was a good arrangement, allowing me to continue the HSCP 
program as W1NJM/4 with the same commanding signal that 
had been achieved with N4KB, using the same equipment. My 
NTS-TCC schedules, other NTS and local 2-meter activity were 
all conducted from my trailer at Citrus Park, some 7 miles 
away. The weekly TCC schedule was with Cecil, W6EOT. With 
my 100 watts and 20-foot-high dipole the contact was some- 
times tenuous, but thanks to Cecil's superior operating ability 
and better antenna we usually managed it. When it came time 
for us (Louise and me) to return to Connecticut | would take 
down the antennas and store them in the shack. Returning for 
the next winter stay, | would re-erect the antennas. Despite 
the hot, humid Florida summers, none of the equipment left in 
Ed's shack broke down. When we returned in the fall, it 
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always fired up and operated perfectly. This was a little amaz- 
ing, considering that the shack floor was at ground level and 
often accumulated an inch or so of water during heavy rains. 

| was able to continue this procedure for the winters of 1988- 
89, 1989-90, 1990-91 and 1991-92. In November of 1992, | 
had quintuple open-heart bypass surgery and our departure 
for Florida was delayed until February of 1993. During the 
summer of ‘92, Pauline had moved out of her house on 
Windsor St. and took up residence in a much larger, more lux- 
urious house on Sudbury St., which Paul had purchased just 
for her. All the radio gear | had left in Ed's old shack had been 
stored pending my arrival in the fall to dispose of it in any way 
| saw fit. 


The principal piece of equipment | wanted to keep was the big 
B & W amplifier, but it wouldn't fit into my little Coachmen 
trailer. | finally gave it to a local ham. Paul volunteered to dis- 
pose of the rest of the stuff, which was mostly junk without 
any market value. | preserved some of the early 3NF logbooks 
for sentimental and historical reasons. 


All fame is fleeting. Ed served as ARRL section communications 
manager in Northern New Jersey and in New Mexico, as chair- 
man of the Eastern Area Staff of NTS, as an officer in several 
radio clubs. His was an outstanding and unusual amateur 
radio career. In the many stories | have told about my amateur 
radio experiences over a period of over 70 years he has played 
a prominent role. He should not be forgotten, but this is the 
destiny of all of us who have not achieved the pinnacle of 
fame, only nibbled at its edges. 


The last two winters of retirement in Florida were not nearly 
so pleasant as the first 14, due mainly to Louise's increasing 
dementia brought about by severe memory loss. We tried to 
treat her at home but in the spring of 1996 she was put into 
Avery Heights nursing home and has remained there ever 
since. She is under medication that keeps her calm and man- 
ageable but she has no memory of the past, little comprehen- 
sion of the present and no concept of the future. | visit her at 
least twice a week, other family members also quite frequent- 
ly, but | think she would never know the difference if we did- 
n't show up. She is receiving the best possible care under the 
circumstances, and | have to be content with that; but | keep 
close watch on her condition and query the staff of the home 
closely at times. 


Meanwhile, my preoccupation with amateur radio continued 
apace. | have never regarded it as a "hobby," and object to its 
being termed as such by others; but to most of its hundreds of 
thousands of participants that's exactly what it is. The technol- 
ogy, even the terminology, has gone far beyond me. | am as 
obsolescent as most of the equipment | use. So-called “digi- 
tal" communication is a deep mystery to me and | seem to 
have no wish to understand or use it. 


Here it is June, 2001. | am in my 23rd year of retirement, my 
87th year of life. | live alone in the same house | have lived in 
since 1941. Our son Dennis died in 1984, at age 36. Our son 
Fred lives in North Brookfield, MA, a tenured professor at 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute, head of the civil engineering 
department. We have 6 grandchildren, all except the youngest 


fully grown, and she is almost so at age 18. | seldom see any 
of them, they all have their own lives to live, and this is as it 
should and must be. | visit the headquarters of ARRL occasion- 
ally, only a half-mile away where | was employed for 40 years 
and still occasionally attend its functions as an honorary vice 
president. | am a long-time member of the Quarter Century 
Wireless Association and attend the quarterly luncheons of the 
local chapter, of which | am a charter member. | often check in 
on the Newington Amateur Radio League's weekly informa- 
tion net on 2 meters but seldom attend their meetings. | keep 
a regular weekly TCC schedule with K7GXZ to forward Pacific 
Area traffic out of the Eastern Area Net. On Fridays | report 
into EAN to receive traffic for the First Region, then function 
as net control station (NCS) of the late 1RN session to distrib- 
ute such traffic. Occasionally on Sunday | report into the local 
QCWA net on 75 meters. 


That's about the extent of my amateur radio activity these 
days. | no longer participate in contests, DXing, no longer get 
on the air simply to "chew the rag." Amateur radio is not and 
never has been a simple pastime for me, | have always felt the 
compulsion to do something useful; if not for the general pub- 
lic, at least for somebody or something. To get on the air for 
idle amusement has never been my "thing." 


The story is almost over. If you count the 3-1/2 years | was 
active on the air before | was licensed, but don't count the 
four war years from 1942 through 1945,1 have been an 
active, on-the-air amateur radio operator for 72 years. If you 
count the war years, during which to me amateur radio was 
far from a dead issue, the figure becomes 76 years. My first 
license was dated Feb. 5, 1930 and has been continuous since 
then, ranging from temporary amateur in 1930, amateur in 
1931, Class B amateur in 1932, Class A amateur in 1938 and 
Extra Class in 1966. First call letters were W3AMR, which | 
held until 1973, W8EDF from 1933 to 1936, but this call was 
never on the air by me; W1NJM from 1941 to the present; 
D4ALS in Germany for four months in 1946. | also operated 
extensively from 3NF, W3NF, W8YA and W1AW. A record? 
Doubtful, but in terms of continuous involvement, probably 
close to it. | have no complaints. It has been a great 76 years. 
Who knows how much longer it will last? (Sept. 4,2001) 


General Manager's comments: This completes the main 
portion of George’s Random Recollections. In November 2004, 
his wife, Louise (Stebbins) passed away. George has moved 
out of his home and at 96 years (!) lives in a senior facility. He 
still attends meetings of the QCWA Nutmeg Chapter when 
health and weather permit. 


The pages, that have been serialized in the Journal, were com- 
pleted by George in 2007. In January 2002, George started on 
a series of appendixes, which fill in or supplement the main 
text. Those will be started in the fall issue of the Journal.

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Novice History the First Novice DXGC 


Part 6 in a Series for the QCWA Journal

Headnote — Many hobbies like amateur radio do not have a well 
documented “history.” This “history” was compiled from many 
sources (see endnote); some of them are contradictory. This his- 
tory is incomplete and should be regarded as a work in progress. 
There is an absence of YL, minorities, disabled hams and hams 
from the U.S. territories in this history for they are historically 
under-represented in ham radio. 


Thanks in advance for reading this, our sixth article, in a series of 
articles on the history of the Novice era of amateur radio. The 
Series started in spring 2008 with an overview of the structure 
of the license. Subsequent articles dealt with the 1951 Novices, 
the Novices of the early-1950s, mid-1950s and late-1950s. The 
Series is based on the stories and photos shared by hams who 
started as Novices on the website of the Novice Historical Society 
(The Society), www.Novice.bappy.com. Please visit and share 
your own Novice story and photos. This article is a departure 
from the typical article in the Series. In this piece of writing, we 
shall look at a special topic of the late-1950s. 


For many, the biggest prize in the history of the Novice era 
(1951-2000) was the historical achievement of being the first 
Novice to earn the American Radio Relay League’s (ARRL) DX 
Century Club (DXCC) award. Working and confirming at least 
100 countries was an achievement in itself. Most DXers took 
many years to earn this award. Usually they had stations that 
were far more substantial than a typical Novice station. DXers 
often had much better rigs, big amplifiers, big antennas and tall 
towers. Even then the DXCC was often a mix of both phone and 
CW on several bands. 


A Novice did not have the luxury of mixed mode, big amps and 
antennas, several bands and many years. The first Novice DXCC 
had to meet the criteria of having worked and confirmed 100 
countries within an additional set of challenges Generals and 
higher did not have. The 700 countries had to be worked within 
the 1 year non-renewable time limit of the Novice license. It 
should be noted all that was required to working at least 100 
valid countries with one’s Novice callsign. One could get the con- 
firmations after one’s Novice license expired/upgraded. 


Unlike most DXers, Novice DXers had only CW. On top of this, 
Novices had to earn the DXCC while under crystal control. 
Usually an American station had to go to the DX station's fre- 
quency. The rarer DX stations did not need to tune around and 
see who was calling them. They certainly did not need to go into 
the American Novice bands looking for a QSO. They had too 
many stations trying to work them, especially if it was a rare 
country and/or DX-pedition. And Novices had to use 75 watts 
input (50 watts output) or less. Even with highly favorable prop- 
agation this was simply un-doable for almost all Novices. ....but 
it was done and this article will tell by who and how. 


The Novice with all its technical constraints was not a DX license. 
The license was intentionally designed so Novices could learn to 
become competent operators and technicians. Both the FCC and 


the ham community did not want beginners to cause interfer- 
ence on the ham bands. The FCC designed a license that would 
have little chance of Novice signals making it much beyond the 
North American continent. If a beginner caused trouble it would 
be contained and manageable. Earning a Worked All States 
(WAS) award would be a major DX achievement for a Novice. A 
DXCC would have been unthinkable had it not been for the out- 
standing propagation of Cycle 19. 


Initially the Novice license had a one year time limit and could 
not be renewed. /t is an error to think a Novice had a whole year 
to earn the DXCC. For most of its history, there was no immedi- 
ate indication whether someone passed or failed the Novice 
examination. One had to wait for several weeks if not months to 
find out if they passed. Many Novices did not build or buy their 
Novice station until they had the license in hand; which took 
time from their one year in which they could have been working 
more countries. An added complication was many Novices need- 
ed to save up money to buy a Novice station. 


Presumably a Novice capable of earning the DXCC would have 
no trouble passing a 13wpm General code exam. However pass- 
ing the theory exam while trying to DXCC may have presented a 
problem for some Novices. Keep in mind, the Novice probably 
would had to go to school or work at the same time while chas- 
ing DX. 


Some Novices also had the additional burden of the FCC exami- 
nation location being far away. Let us say a Novice lived a dis-

Of course a Novice could have 
adopted a strategy to not prepare for their General exam and 
spend all their Novice year DXing, let the Novice expire and then 
start studying for the General.

If a Novice was going to be the first to work and confirm 100 
countries with the aforementioned confines, s/he need favorable 
propagation. 1958 (the peak of Solar Cycle 19) is generally 
regarded as the year of the best band conditions in the history 
of amateur radio! A talented Novice who was licensed at this 
time had the best chance of becoming the first Novice DXCC. It 
would not matter how much talent a Novice had, if the bands 
were not open, no DX QSOs would be had. 


Another facilitating factor was that Novices were granted 15M 
privileges. This was a controversial allocation. Some Generals 
and higher simply did not want to share 15M with Novices. 
There were also hams who did not like the Novice license period. 


Being on the same band with DX was important for Novices 
DXers. However being crystal controlled meant the DX had to go 
to the Novice instead of the Novice going to the DX. A Novice 
had to call CQ on the frequency of the crystals s/he had and 
then tune their receiver up and down from the transmit frequen- 
cy to see if anyone came back to his/her CQ. A rare DX station 
would not likely answer CQs if they were rare enough to create 
a pile-up. They certainly did not need to tune far away from 
their transmit frequency into the American Novice band to find 
someone to QSO with. Not having a VFO and trying to DX was a 
major constraining factor. 


As the stories on the Novice Historical Society's webpage 
www.Novice.bappy.com, attest, most American Novices did not 
work any DX; not even Canada or Mexico. The lack of DX con- 
tacts was mainly because they had antennas which did not 
match their desire to get out beyond the North American conti- 
nent. It is unlikely the first Novice to DXCC could have pull off 
such a feat with a low slung (cloud warming) dipole, which is 
what most Novices had. A directional antenna fairly high up 
would increase a Novice’s chances of working DX. 


The Novice’s QTH was also very important. If one was on the 
east coast, one was in a more favorable QTH than the Midwest 
or West Coast. It is easier to work Europe and Africa, where 
there are more countries, from the east coast than other parts of 
the continental U.S. If a Novice was elsewhere, and was a seri- 
ous competitor to be in on the chase to be the first Novice 


DXCC, then s/he might have had a compensating factor, like 
having a very high directional antenna or being on a very high 
mountain top. 


Novice transmitters were pretty generic and simple. The competi- 
tive advantage came in receivers. Many Novices until about the 
late-1970s used receivers which were marginal. Very few could 
afford a Collins. 


The challenge of being the first Novice to DXCC required some- 
one who wanted it. Ambition alone was insufficient. S/he had to 
be a skilled operator. Back in the 1950s there were plenty of 
skilled Elmers who had been military or maritime radio operators 
who could help a teenager starting out as a Novice. QST’s DX 
Editor Rod Newkirk, W9BRD speculated the first Novice DXCC 
would more likely be a skilled DXer at the start of their Novice 
year and perhaps a former military operator, SWL familiar with 
15M (Nov. 1957, pp. 71). Obviously a Novice who DXCC'ed 
would have a good working knowledge of propagation. Rod 
thought the first Novice DXCC might be high on the W1AW 
code proficiency ladder (Nov. 1957, pp. 71). 


A strong Elmer was needed. The Elmer needed to be encourag- 
ing and helpful but not to the point where the Elmer was doing 
too much for the Novice. A major concern in 1957 and 1958 
was that the first Novice to DXCC would have earned the honor 
by themselves. The DX community wanted to see a talented self- 
starter earn the DXCC by their own effort. 


Finances were an obvious constraint. Hams for most of the 
Novice era hams were encouraged to be resourceful. While the 
Society, www.Novice.bappy.com, has recorded several stories of 
resourceful Novices; scrounging a station capable of earning a 
DXCC in less than a year on CW, crystal controlled, and 75 
watts was very unlikely. It is more likely this feat could be accom- 
plished with financial backing. If a Novice was young, it likely 
meant his/her parents needed to be supportive (financially and 
otherwise). Many parents were indifferent to ham radio. There 
were many families who could not afford to finance an effort to 
achieve the DXCC. 


Even if the aforementioned factors were in place, the final com- 
ponents were human. Above all, remember that, most Novices 
were teenagers. The task required maturity beyond that of most 
teenagers. In fact, Rod doubted a teenager could earn a DXCC 
as a Novice (Nov. 1957, pp. 71). Rod went so far to speculate 
the first Novice to DXCC would probably be an adult with a 
night job so he could work band openings during the day. 


Another important set of factors were personality traits and val- 
ues. Unless the Novice had a self-confidence and a strong work 
ethic, they would be unlikely accomplish this feat. 


One Novice overcame all these technical challenges, had finically 
supportive parents, had the skill and maturity to be the first 
Novice DXCC. He achieved what QST (Nov. 1957, pp. 71) called 
the biggest unattained first in DX history, up until that point; the 
first Novice to earn the DXCC. Rod asked “Who — and when?" 
His name is Bill Tippett, KN4RID in 1958. At the time he earned 
the DXCC, Bill lived in Greensboro, North Carolina. Bill earned 
the first Novice DXCC award at age 13. The DXCC list of 1958 
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1958 DXCC award for KN4RID, Bill | Tipett 


published in QST (Nov. 1958, pp. 93) lists Bill as a new member 
with 102 countries. Today Bill is W4ZV. In the next article we 
shall discuss how Bill did it and then in the article after that who 
his known competitors were,
